Zodays Sermon 
AND SO FORTH RELIGION 
By REV. ARTHUR A. SCHUCK 
Pastor, Cugamonga Community Church : 

Here is an exerpt from a letter that was written almost 
twenty-four hundred years ago. It was written by Artax- 
erxes, King of the Persians, to Ezra, the priest who was re- 
turning to Palestine to rebuild the city of Jerusalem after 
the Jewish exile. 

ARTAXERXES KING OF KINGS, UNTO EZRA, THE 
PRIEST, THE SCRIBE OF THE LAW ‘OF THE GOD OF 
HEAVEN, PERFECT, AND SO FORTH. 

I want you to see that letter, because I, want you to 
know that we of today. are not the only people who are 
cursed with an insipid “and so forth” religion. It was 
the year 458 B.C., and the people were so preoccupied 
with the multitudinous details of daily living that they had 
fallen into the habit of taking essentials for granted. 

EZRA, THE PRIEST, SCRIBE 
OF THE LAW OF THE GOD 
OF HEAVEN, PERFECT, AND 
SO FORTH. And so forth, 
and so forth—-et cetera and 
et cetera. : 

Our* world has always 
been overrun with people 
who take religion for grant- 
ed. A rich young man ap- 
peared before our Lord. He 
had heard Christ's call to 
discipleship, and he was re- 
sponding. “What shall I do.” 
he said, “that I may inherit 
eternal life? In the eyes of 
my church I am a religious 
man. I have observed the 
commandments from my 
youth, I donot kill. I do 
not-steal.. I. do not bear false witness—and so forth—and 
so forth—and so forth.” Well, that’s the usual response of 
one who has a perfunctory religion—a religion that is all 
on,the surface. 

“But,” said Jesus, “My way is so much more than this. 
It's a reaching down into the very core of life. It’s a re- 
examination and a renewal. It’s a renaissance and a 
resuscitation. It’s a complete alteration of all the old cus- 
toms and habits of your former life.” ‘ 

There were so many ready to call Him Lord, Lord—“and 
so forth’—"“and so forth’. And yet, there is a tremend- 
ous difference between accepting a formula, a dogma, or 
a doctrine about Jesus and believing in the way of Christ 
so vitally and so positively that one’s entire life is there- 
by affected. : . 

Isn't this the very thing that E. Stanley Jones meant 
when he said: | ‘“‘We are inoculating the world with a mild 
form of Christianity, so that it is now practically immune 
against the real thing.” As far as I can discover, Jesus 
never put any doctrinal tests to His disciples, but He did 
insist constantly that a tree must-be judged by its fruits. 
He did emphasize the fact that men must live according 
to the principles which He was enunciating in His own life 
and teachings.
